JURY CONVICTS 
NEWBERRY AND 
SINTEEN AIDES 


SENATOR SENTENCED TO 2YEAR 
PRISON TERM AND $10,000 FINE 
—KING AND CODY ALSO 
GET LIMIT. 


CONVICTED MEN RELEASED ON 
BONDS--CASE TO BE APPEALED 


Sessions Grants Ninety-day Stay in 
Execution of Sentence—May Take 
Two Years Before Supreme Court 

Passes Judgment. 


Grand Rapids—After Judge Clarence 
W. Sessions passed sentence Saturday 
afterncon upon United States Senator 
Truman H, Newberry and 16 co-defen- 
dants, convicted by the jury's verdict 
on the first count of the elections con- 
spiracy case invictment, the court 
granted a 90-day stay in execution of 
the sentence, pending an appeal and 
filing of a bill of exceptions. Sixty- 
eight of the respondents were acquit- 
ted on both counts by ¢he jury’s ver- 
dict. 

Senator Newberry, Paul H. King, his 
campaign manager, and Frederick 
Cody, of New York, received the max. 
imum penalty provided under the cor- 
tupt practices act—a sentence to serve 
two years in Leavenworth penitentiary | 
and a $16,006 fine. 

The conviction came after the juryi 
had been in deliberation for a total of} 
1] hours.

Ordinarily, the proceedure 
would take the case to the court of ap 
peals for this district, at Cincinnati, 
but Mr. Littleton explained that the 
constitutionality of the statute limiting 
campaign expenditures to $3,756 is tc 


he challenged, and that, in making thie 
issue, he cleared the way direct to the 
highest tribunal, 


Case to Se Appealed. 

Mr. Littleton, the defense New York 
attorney, predicted that the Newberry 
caso would not be finally disposed of 
in less than two years. 

Immediately after sentences. had 
been imposed, Senator Newberry is 
sued a statement in which he reassert 
ed his innocence of any wrongdoing, 
expressed his appreciation of the loyal. 
ty of the men who were tried with 
him, and announced he would retain 
hie seat in the Senate unless required 
to give it up by the Senate itself or by 
the Supreme Court, . oS hee

Ishpeming—The city counci! has

Detroit—Over-exertion while pump- 
ing a tire in front of his home, 15 For- 
syth street, caused the death of heart 
trouble of John L, Gregg, 66 years old. 


Detroit—Lighting a match to agscer- 
tain whether the tank of a truck con 
tained gagoline, John Cieluk, 12 years 
old, suffered face burng when the tank 
caught fire. 

Port Huron—The plant of Port 
Huron Storage & Bean Co. was de- 
stroyed by fire. The loss {fs $62,000. 
Fifteen carloads of cloverseed, fiour 
‘and feed stored in building were de- 
stroyed. 

Detroit—Struck by a frozen clod of 
earth, dislodged by an explosion at 
the Ford blast furnaces, where he 
was employed, Peter Potomski, a 
laborer, was killed instantly. The 
blow fractured his skull. 

Pontlac—The board of education has 
adopted a scale regulating wages of 
teachers according to their experi- 
ence. New teachers are to receive 
$1,200 a year, and up to $1,800 when 
they have been empioyed 10 years. 

Hulsdale—Mra. Charles §. Lobin- 
ger, of Shanghai, China, is visiting 
here, She formerly lived here and 
hag been in the Orient with her hus- 
band, Judge Lobinger, for 16 years, 10 
years in the Philippines and six years 
in China, . 

Grand Rapids—Officers of farm bu- 
reau organizations in seven Kent 
townships have appointed a committee 
to consider co-operative buying of 
farm supplies and marketing of farm 
products through the Grand Rapids 
Growers’ association. 

Owosso—John Cole lost his right 
arm when a stick of dynamite ex- 
ploded in his hand. Six other men 
were injured by the blast. ‘hey were 
dynamiting ice which threatened to 
carry away a railroad bridge. D. A. 
Leeke who stood nearby was made 
deaf. 

Detroit—Michigan Catholics,  fol- 
lowing a meeting of more than 600 
priests and church workers in Knights 
of Columbus temple, launched a gig- 
antic campaign ror $4,000,000 for the 
construction of a new seminary of the 
Sacred Heart at Linwood avenue and 
Joy road. 

Owosso—Joseph Lorenz, a lineman, 
living near Jackson, received 14,000 
volts of electricity in his body while 
at work near Perry and survives. His 
hands and one leg were badly burned, 
He was working on the power line 
uear Perry when he grasped a high 
voltage cable. 

Albion—The Union Stee] Products 
company of Albion,-among the largest 
manufacturers of baking machinery in 
the country, bas raised its capitaliza- 
tion from $200,000 to $500,000, the en- 
tire new stock issue being taken up 
by the old stockholders. A bonus plan 
for employes has also been put into 
effect by the company, 

Grand Rapids—The Asscciation of 
Commerce has confirmed a Washine- 
ton report that the governinent picric 
acid plant property of 920 acres, two 
and one-half miles south of the south- 
ern city limits has been sold to a 
group of local business men who plan 
to dispose of the property to indus- 
tries which will come to Grand 
Rapids. 

Traverse City—Rev, H. Ford, pas- 
tor of the First Baptist church, de- 
claring the public has been bled long 
enough and that the time has arrived 
to call a halt on the popular clamor 
for higher wages, refused an increase 
in salary. He says that under no cir- 
cumstances will he accept and recom- 
mends that the money be used for re- 
pairs to the church building. 


Detroit—Two armed men, claiming 
to be iquor sleuths for the federal 


government, robbed the home of Emil 
Mamer, 527 Concord avenue, of jewel- 
ry and clothing valued at $375. Once 
in the house one of the thieves held 
Mamer up at the point of a gun while 
the second ransacked the place from 
cellar to attic.
